POSTAL SCANDAL—Many indictments for fraud 
expected this w and it is said list will 
include two men fm high position, whose names 
have been kept secret. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.]— 
Important developments in the postal scan- 
dals are expected during the week. There 
will be material progress towards the pun- 
ishment of guilty officials and those who were 
in collusion with them. Early in the week 
several indictments will be returned by the- 
federal grand jury in Washington and New 
York. A dozen are looked for immediately, 
and among the number indicted will be two 


men of prominence whose identity has been. 


successfully concealed. . 

Owing to the careful efforts to keep the 
names of these two persons secret.much im- 
portance is attached to ‘their cases. There 


‘appears to be a well founded suspicion that 


when the names are made public the greatest 
sensation of the scandals will be created be- 
cause of the high standing of the persons in- 
volved. Fifty arrests will be made before 
the investigation is completed, and a large 
number of postal employés will be dismissed 
from the service. Ex-Representative Driggs 
of New York is among those against whom 
indictments will be returned. 

‘Although President Roosevelt, Postmaster 
General Payne, Representative Cannon, and 
other prominent republicans heartily favor 
prompt action in bringing the investigation 
to a close, and the president has given direc- 
tions to hurry matters, it is feared the in- 
vestigation cannot be completed for months. 
Fraud, corruption, and conspiracy to defraud 
the government so thoroughly permeate the 
postal service, and the scope of the inquiry 
has become so broad with constant work, that 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow, with 
the entire detective. force of the department 
engaged upon it, cannot give any ~— of the 


early completion of his task.- 
avery reau of the department will be 
scrutinized and every large postoffice in the 


country will feel the effects of the investiga- 
tion. A strong searchlight will be turned on 
ali appointments which are at all suspicious, 


-eontracts will be closely scrutinized, and all 
expenditures will be carefully inquired into. 


For years it has been charged that the gov- 
ernment has paid entirely too much money 
‘tation of mails, The rate 


sidered unreasonably high and frequently 
charges have been made that the government 
has been given the worst of the bargain in 
weighing the mails. The sums paid to rail- 
roads for this service is based on the wéight 
of mails. 

Several times each year the mails are. 
Then an estimate is made based 
on the weights thus ascertained and the gov- 
ernment pays according to this estimate. 
The weighing is done when the mail is heavi- 
est, it is charged, and the estimate is npt a 
fair representative of the amount of mail 


transported. Charges of irregularities in the | 


admission of periodicals and newspapers to 
the second class rate have been made. Such 
admission entities these publications to the 
1 cent a pound rate. It costs the government 
4 cents to transport this matter. 

All these charges will be investigated and 
it ist predicted that when the inquiry is com- 
plete. the postal service will be nearer to a 
self-sustaining basis than ever before in its 
history. 


Another feature of the investigation will 
relate to the establishment of branch post- 
offices and subpostal stations. It has been 
charged that corrupt means have been em- 
ployed to secure the establishment of these 
stations when no necessity existed. Many 
substations, which are expensive to main- 
tain and are a dead loss to the poversment, 
are believed to be in existence. 

In fact, every day some new phase of cor- 
rupt practice is unearthed, and this neces- 
sarily tends to prolong the tnvestigation. The 
officials of the department are stupefied over 
the extent of the frauds and have ceased to 
be surprised at the discovery of new frauds 
which are brought to the surface every time 
a new report ismade. They are now wonder- 
ing where the thing-will stop, and with every 
new discovery of rascality the determination 
to prosecute the guilty ones becomes firmer. 
Although the task is assuming enormous 
proportions, the administration is exerting 
its tremendous power to discover, dismiss, 
and punish officials who have so grossly be- 
trayed their trusts. 

When the investigation closes there prac- 
tically will be a new postal system, for every 
one against whom there is the slightest sus- 
picion will be removed and a clean, honest 
system will be established.

There has been such a large increase in the 

legal work of the department that it has be- 


come necessary to detail a special attorney | 


to assist Mr. Robb, the assistant attorney 
general for the department. This officer 
will also tend a helping hand to the office 
of the United States district attorney, which 
has actually become congested because of 
the large amount of. work growing out of the 
postal frauds. Twelve cases, with an enor- 
mous mass of evidence, are now pending. 
There has been considerable delay on the 
part of the district attorney’s office in pre- 
senting cases for indictments, which, of 
course, has retarded the progress of investi- 
gation. President Roosevelt became impa- 
tient over the delay, and called the officials 
responsible for it to the White house and 
told them in-vigorous language that he would 
not tolerate delay. He then ordered a spe- 
cial attorney to assist inexpediting the cases. 
The inspectors who were railroaded into 
office in violation or evasion of the civil serv- 


ice law are considered exceptionally compe- | © 
tent and have been wonderfully successful 
| in making out cases against the corrupt offi- 


ciale. It is not likely the inspectors will be 
disturbed because of the technical violation 
of the law, ae their services are needed too 


badly.

| TAKES ACID: SREKS PRIEST 


CONFESSES HER SINS. 


Roman Catholic Church and Then 
Summons a Pri¢st, Who Listens to 
a Recital of Her Misdoings—Love 
Affair Furnishes Metive—Mas Whe 
Lost on the Derby Tries Suicide—Is 
Saved 


Kneeling before a priest in the chapel of 
St: Peter's Roman Catholic church, Polk 
and Clark streets, last night, a woman con- 
fessed her sins, while she grew weaker and 
weaker from the effects of carbolic acid 
she had drunk with suicidal fatent a few 
minutes before. 

As she finished her confession she fell un- 
conscious before Father Eustus. Other 
priests had hurried for a physician, and 
when he arrived the police were summoned, 
The unconscious woman was taken to the 
county hospital, 
dition was serious. 

The woman, it was learned later, called 
herself Mrs. Anna Nemit, and lived at 644 
South Center avenue. A_ love affair is sup- 
posed to have caused her to wish to die. 


Tells of Taking Poison. 


Her appearance at the parish house fol- 
lowed the receipt of a package containing 
five letters and a key. When Brother John 
Bour answered a second ring of the bell he 
found the woman, closely veiled, at the 
door. She was in the act of throwing away 
a small bottje. 

“©, father, hear my last contenthins, I 
have taken poison and I want to die,” she 


«| gasped. 


Brother John called one of the priests and 
they assisted the woman to the chapel so she 
could make her confession. Father Eustus 
hurried to the chapel, there hearing the 
woman's confession, spoken through lips that 
had been seared by the burning poison. 
It was with great difficulty that the woman 
talked at all. 

When the door of the chapel was opened 
again the woman lay on the floor unconscious. 
She had made her confession; but had suc- 
cumbed to the poison before she had divulged 
her name. 

Leaves Five Letters. | 
‘While the physicians at the county hospital 
were working to save the woman's life, the 
priests at St. Peter’s church remembered the 
delivery of the mysterious package just be- 
fore the woman called at the church. Open- 
ing it they found the five letters and the key. 
The letters were turned over to the police to 
be delivered to the persons to whom they 
were addressed. 

One of the letters wae addressed to Juscice 
Sabath, one to George Nemit, 644 South Cen- 
ter avenue, whom she calls her husband, and 
two to her daughter, Clara, 5 years old, who 
has been cared for at 716 Union street. 

Of the letters addressed to her daughter 
one is to be opened and read when the child 
is 12 years old and the other when she is 15 
years old. A short time ago the child was 
taken from its mother’s care because she 
mistreated it, but the police d@ not believe 
that this had anything to do with the at- 
tempted suicide. 

The fifth letter was fof a sister, Mrs, An- 
toine Wagner, 642 Lawndaleavenue. — 


Deserted in Her Misery:

Seeks Death After Race. 


His money risked and lost on the Derby— 
his bet was $850 on Claude to win—Samuel J. 
Robinson, son of a well to do physician living 
in Lake Mississippi, Miss., tried to commit 
suicide yesterday in the Saratoga hotel. 

It was only after a desperate struggle that 
he was deprived of a bottle of morphine that 
-he had to his lips when a bellboy discovered | 
his purpose to die. Three bellboys fought 
with him for five minutes, and the crazed 
man was still struggling with them when 
Policemen Heilberg and Denman arrived and 
subdued him. . 

Robinson was locked up at the Harrison 
street police station charged with disorderly 
conduct. 

Death seemed all there was for 
he explained last night. “*‘ All my money was 
staked on the Derby and I lost. There wag 
nothing to live for.” 

Robinson came to Chbbens the first of last 
week, explaining that his purpose was to 
see the Derby and try to pick a winner. He 
spent most of his time in his room studying 
the form sheets and the day before the race 
announced that he had decided to stake his 
all on Claude. He placed his bet at the 
prevailing odds of 7 to 1, which stood him 
to win $5,950 

Discouraged by His Loss. 


On Saturday when The Picket cantered in 
an easy winner over the horse he had backed 
Robinson returned to the hotel crestfallen 
and despondent. He wired to his father for 
funds and the answer came: | 
“You have gambled away too much al- 
“ready.” 

Yesterday morning Robinson stepped out 
of his room and called to Belle Chase, a 
chambermaid, who was working in the hall, | 
at the same time taking a ring from his 
finger. 

“Go get me some cigarets,” he said. “ Pay 
for them yourself—I haven’t any money— 
and take this ring for your trouble.” 

The chambermaid left to carry out the 
order, and before she returned Isaac H 
a beliboy, passed through the hall sit 
glanced tnto Robinson’s room through the 
half open door. The man who had lost was 
sitting on the edge of the bed with a bottle 
of morphine in his hand and was in the act 
of, raising it to his lips. 

The bellboy gave a cry of alarm and dashed 
into the room, clutching Robinson's arm be- 
fore he could swallow any of the drug. Two 
other “bellboys followed, and then began a 
struggle in which the desperate man first 
railed at his antagonists, then begged with 
‘them to anew him to die.

COMPARES KAISER 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Andrew D. White Shows Simi- 
larity Between Rulers of — 

Germany and the 
United States. 


STUDY OF THE EMPEROR. 


Works Hard, Studies Constantly, 
and Knows His Army and 
Navy to Minutest 

Detail. 


New York, June 21.—[{Special. }—Andrew D. 
White, former United States minister at St. 
Petersburg and more recently United States 
ambassador at Berlin, and who returned from 
Germany only last week, says that Emperor 
William and President Roosevelt have many 
points of resemblance. He says: 

“The kaiser is as much like President 
Roosevelt as a German could be, and the 
president is as much like Emperor William as 
an American could be. The differences be- 
tween them are national rather than temper- 
amental. 

“They are alike in many things,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ There’s a certain physical resem- 
blance, to begin with. Both are vigorous, 
strong men. Both are fondof hunting. Both 
are honest and aggressive. Each is patriotic 
according to his lights. Each has a tremen- 
dous faith in his own country, and both are 
what is called strenuous.” 


Kaiser at Close Range. 

During his residence in Germany Mr. 
White had many opportunities to study the 
emperor at close range. As United States 
ambassador Mr. White had every oppor- 
tunity to meet the ruler of Germany, official- 
ly and at state functions. Besides this, he 
was the warm personal friend of his majesty, 
frequently dined with him, and had many 
private interviews in which all formality 
was dispensed with. He says: 

“Emperor William is probably the hard- 
est working man in Germany. Few people 
are out of bed in Berlin when he takes up 
his day’s tasks, and many have gone to bed 
before he has finished his work. He has a 
wonderfully well trained mind and never 
wastes a moment. That accounts for the 
vast amount of work he has accomplished. 

“ Notwithstanding the great gains of the 
social democrats in Germany in the election 
this week, I think the emperor's personal 
popularity is gaining. I have traveled ex- 
tensively in Germany. I have-talked witb 
all classes of people, and it may be that I 
have gained a wider knowledge of the con- 
ditions of that country than many Germans 
themselves. I think that the great bulk of 
the people believe in their kaiser. 
“ They have faith in his honesty and in his 
incerity, although they may not all believe 


“his .. They believe he is studying 
problems as ‘earnestly as the re- 
formers. 


Of course, th ord Is some bitterness, some 
complaint; but personal: feelirg-ageinst.the 
kaiser is not bitter. He has great consider- 
ation for the workingman. He has a wide 
and accurate knowledge of their conditions. 
In fact, he has a wonderful knowledge of 
everything that is going on in his empire. 
He travels about a great deal and has great 
capacity for absorbing information and 
remembering it. 
Will Protect Workingmen. 

* Not long ago he said to a distinguished 
American: | 

“* No matter what other nations may do, 
I do not propose that my workingmen shal! 
be squeezed dry like a lemon and then tossed 

aside. 

"Was it to Mr. Merean that Emperor 
William referred when he made this re- 
mark?’’ Mr. White was asked. |

“The kaiser takes himself seriously. In- 
deed, in public he is always the emperor. 
He never forgets to pose fora moment. He 
is a great stickler for the dignity of his rank.

* After dinner and over the cigars he is 
a delightful companion. He has a vast fund 
of information and imparts it most enter- 
tainingly. I remember when Prince Henry 
was over here he sent his brother a recipe 
for a Hohenzollern punch that had been 
invented in honor ofthe prince. It must have 
been a deadly concoction and the emperor 
studied it with a fine appreciation of the 
mixture, laughing about it like a schoolboy 
when he showed it to me. . 

“Every one who meets Emperor William 
is astonished at the wide range and accuracy 
of his information. 


Knows His Army and Navy. 

* One of our military attachés told me he 
was amazed at the emperor's knowledge of 
his army. He seemed to know it as well as 
a colonel knows his regiment. He said that 
the kaiser not only knew every ship in his 
own navy, from the newest battleship to the 
oldest gunboat, and just what are its points 
of strength or weakness, but knew all about 
| the principal ships of every other navy in 
the world. 

“TI once asked the emperor how he found 
time to do so much reading, because it seemed 
to me every moment of his time was occu- 
pied. He told me he did most of his read- 
ing when traveling about the country, and 
that, when on his hunting trips, he never 
wastes a moment. 

“/Those who think the kaiser is a flyaway 
are sadly mistaken. He is really a careful 
man, and, considering his youth, he has made 
few mistakes. 

‘Germany has no frontier. A glance at 
the map shows how her boundaries wind in 
and out, making her vulnerable. She has 
no oceans to protect her, no geographical 
protection. Germany must depend upon her 
army. 

“They talk about the Kaiser being selfish 
That 
is true in a sense. He thinks of himself as. 
representing his country. Of course, he is 
for Germany, as we are for the United 
States, and for Germany all the time.

Against the “Open Shop.” 

“The Chicago Federation of Labor stands 
for the legal right of unionists to refuse to 
work with nonunionists, and is unalterably 
opposed to the policy of employers’ associa- 
tions that seek to negotiate agreements tha 
fundamental principle of which is recogni~ 
tion of the vicious and inconsistent ‘ open 
shop idea. 

“This policy, if carried out, will result in 
the disintegration of every trade union in 
existence, and this fact accounts for the 
bitterness of the opposition to the employers’ 


existence, Instead of proposing to deal with 
unions on business questions that are proper 
subjects for mutual consideration, these as~ 
sociations arouse antagonism and excite sus- 
picion by asking trades unions to sign agree- 
ments that will eventually destroy them.

‘LIFE OF MICHAEL ANGELO. 
Charles Holroyd Also Gives a Critical 
‘Notice of His Works. 

There is no lack of lives of Michael Angelo, 
but there is none with exactly the form and 
spirit of that put together by Charles Hol- 
royd and recently imported by Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons. In addition to the sketch of the 
master’s work by Mr. Holroyd, the book in- 
cludes his translation of Ascanio Condivi’s 
life of his teacher and the three dialogues 
from the Portuguese by Francisco D’Ollanda. 

Condivi’s “ Life”? was first published in 
1553, but this, so it appears, is the first trans- 
lation of it in its entirety. There can be no 
doubt of its value as a truthful narrative. It 
is a most intimate and revealing biography, 
vivid in its description of the master’s per- 
sonality. 

.Mr. Holroyd’s original contribution to the 
volume consists of a critical account, of 
Michael Angelo’s works as they are now 
known, a task which his position as 
keeper of the National Gallery of British Art 
pecullarly fits him to»accomplish with suc- 
cess. Students will find the dialogues of in- 
terest and value. A list of Michael Angelo’s 
works is appended, and there are many ex- 
cellent illustrations. ee
